The epected protests and pick­ 
eting of her presence at Penn 
Center did not materialize. How­ 
ever, there was a tense and si­ 
lent current of opposition and 
condemnation of her manner 
and choice of language which 
was held in check by the skill- 
coordinator of the program. 
“ People play at being Chris­ 
tian,” declared Mrs 
Murray. 
“As for myself my richest re­ 
ward as an atheist is that I am 
no longer a hypocrite. Of course 
I am out of society, but I am 
very happy.” 
Persecutions 
Mrs. Murray, who was invited 
to the Conversation 
- Coffee 
meeting at the Center for a 
question - answer discussion on 
the separation of church and 
state issue took advantage of 
the opportunity to play upon her 
audience with a long disserta­ 
tion on the persecutions perpet­ 
rated against her and her fam­ 
ily. 
Witty, dramatic, a showman 
in her own right, Mrs. Murray 
related the tragedies which have 
allegedly befallen her and her 
family since she began her bat­ 
tle in 1960 against religious exer­ 
cises in public shcools. 
She attributed her decision to 
start her demand for separation 
of state and church to her son, 
William, then 14, who she said 
came home fromschool one day 
and told her he didn’t want to 
take part in Bible reading and 
saying the Lord’s prayer in 
school. 
, 
Gave Him Books 
She said she 
discussed 
the 
matter with 
him, 
gave 
him 
books to read but never tried 
to influence him. William de­ 
cided, on his own, she said, that 
he didn’t “believe in the effic­ 


acy of prayer,” and that he was 
going to be an atheist. 
“ He said to me,” she con­ 
tinued, “ if you ask me to go into 
school and pray you are a hypo­ 
crite.” 
She said she then gave her 
son permission to act as he 
pleased, “ and we began our 
move of banning Bible leading 
in schools, based on our Con­ 
stitutional rights.” 
Once Believed 
“I was one of those dear 
gentle souls for 30 years,” said 
Mrs. Murray, inferring that she 
was once a believer, “ but now 
1 am a militant atheist.” 
Her dedication to her con­ 
victions resulted in a U.S. Su­ 
preme Court decision handed 
down in 1962 banning official, 
state or local sponsorship of re­ 
ligious exercises in public school 
classrooms in Baltimore and 
Baltimore County schools. 
Mrs. Murray now has a case 
in the courts to outlaw tax ex­ 
emptions for churches. It was 
also revealed that a petition has 
been filed in Baltimore Criminal 
Court against her and her son, 
William, now 18, for allegedly 
inducing, Susan Abramovitz, a 
Jewish girl to leave her home 
and religion. She and her son 
are to appear for a hearing at 
2 p.m.
